Shultz was in the Canadian capital 
to discuss trade disputes and other 
.bilateral Issues, but the continuing 
controversy over the wisdom of 
Reagan’s Iranian policies followed 
the secretary northward. 

Shultz has expressed opposition to 
the plan to send military equipment 
to Iran and has said previously that 
he had only "fragmentary knowl- 
edge'* of the operation. Giving a bit 
more detail Friday, he said, “There 
were discussions and I participated 
in two of them that were full-scale 
'discussions'.” 

Tliose meetings were on Dec. fi, 
1905, and last Jan. 7, said his 
spokesman, Charles E. Redman. On 
Jan. 17, Reagan signed an order 
permitting the military equipment 
sales to Iran. 

At another news conference, at 
the end of his meetings with Cana- 
dian officials, Shultz again refused to 
give any details of what was 
.discussed at the meetings he at- 
tended. 

Asked specifically whether he was 
present when a determination to 
send arms to Iran was made, Shultz 
declined to answer. 

Clark, seated beside Shultz at the 
news conference, said the Iranian 
Issue did not come up at the 
meetings.

Auto safety 
action draws 
stiff response 

, WASHINGTON (AP) - Some auto 
safety advocates reacted sharply 
Friday to a tentative decision by the 
Transportation Department to ex-- 
tend the deadline, possibly as long as 
four years, for requiring automatic 
passenger restraints in stU new cars. 

\ Auto manufacturers are required 
kmder a regulation adopted more 
Than two years ago to Install passive 
safety belts, which automatically 
wrap around a car occupant, or air 
bags in all new cars by September, 
1989, to protect front seat occu- 
pants. 

But the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration announced 
Friday it was proposing a change In 
the regulation that would extend the 
deadline "several years" and 
possibly as many as four yean to 
Mpteffiber, 1993.

Most believe that the best place - 
-for one's ace Is oil an opponent's 
king. This is as reasonable a. guide- 
line as any, but as usual, there are 
exceptions to the rule. 

South wins his club king and 
draws trumps in two rounds. Next, 
he cashes the' club ace and ruffs a 
club to eliminate that suit. Declarer- 
plays three rounds of spades, ending 
in dummy, and plays a low diamond 
back to his king. Should W^t Uke 
his ace or should he walt'for better 
things? 

Following rules will not provide 
the idnning answer. To make ah in- 
telligent decision, West must recon- 
struct South's distribution. 

Since East followed to two rounds 
of trumps, South Is known to have 
started with five hearts. The play 
abo revealed tljat South had three 
spades and two clubs. That accounb 
(or 10 of South's cards; obviously he 
must have three diamonds. 

Bock to West's problem. If he 
wins South's diamond king with hb 
ace, the slam scores. South geb ei- 
ther a free finesse or a ruff and db- 
card. However, when West knows 
that So'Uth has three diamonds, he 
abo knows that a duck cannot hurt. 
He refuses the diamond king with 
confidence, and South must lose two 
diamonds for a minus score.

BOISE — Aristotle called it the 
music of the spheres, the 
clockwork of the universe that 
allows moving objects to keep 
moving In complex.
